The north 
Bide of the house is intended for the load­ 
ing and unloading ?f teams. There are 
facilities for handling thirty cars at a 
time without switching, and a score of 
teams could be accommodated at once.

The Board of Police Commissioners 
m et as usual yesterday afternoon with 
the Father of the City in the chair. 
An 
would-be witty bystander in the rather 
swollen group who had gathered for 
various reasons in the little-big office in 
which the welfare of the city is deter­ 
mined, said that the triad rem inded him 
of

card, Judge Humphreys right bower 
and the newly elected Chief of Police the 
left bower. 
This new deal in its out­ 
lined programme of sweeping reform 
started out with a declaration, which was 
adopted, that— 
to 
This Board hereby renews all of its 
orders, rules and regulations made by it 
since its incoming on January 1,1888, to 
our new Chief of Police for the suppres­ 
sion of gambling, suppression of cribs of 
prostitution, for ridding our city of bunco 
men, confidence men, macs, pimps, 
and bad characters generally, and that 
as a Board we will stand by him , en ­ 
courage and sustain him in any earnest 
effort to carry out the laws and ordi­ 
nances for a good, clean government for 
the law-abiding citizens of this city, and 
to punish all offenses. 
Then followed the usual num ber of 
saloon license cases wbich were disposed 
of as follows: 
Romer & Silverberg were 
granted a license to conduct a saloon at 
239 North Main street. 
Change of li­ 
cense was allowed for saloons at 112 Los 
Angeles street, 512 North Main street, 
531 East First street and corner of Third 
and Main streets. 
The applications for 
new licenses and changes of J. G. Ken­ 
yon, 25 North Los Angeles street; Peter 
Rings, 80 San Pedro street; Mullaly & 
Powers, San Fernando street, and ¿'red 
Smith, Seventh and Olive streets, were 
referred to the Chief. 
The complaint against the Missing 
Link Saloon for still employing bar­ 
maids in defiance of the Board was re­ 
ferred to the Chief. 
Mayor W orkman then offered the fol­ 
lowing resolution: 
Saloon-keepers, restaurant-keepers and 
others whose licem esare revokableat the 
pleasure of this Board, are hereby noti- 
ged to close their places of business 
promptly at 12 o’clock m idnight on and 
after Tuesday, October 9, 1889. 
The officers of the police force are 
hereby ordered to B ee that this order is 
carried out, and to report any violation 
to the captain or sergeants. ’ 
This somewhat sweeping resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted, and 
which will be enforced unless the Coun­ 
cil cover the resolution by a city ordi­ 
nance. is supported by a section of ordi­ 
nance 194, which reads: 
For every saloon, bar, store or place, 
including clubrooms. where spirituous, 
vinous, m alt or mixed liquors are sold or 
given away in quantities less than one 
gallon, $50 per month. 
Officer Hawley reported that Stewart’s 
saloon, corner of New High and Marches- 
sault streets, was the worst place of its 
kind in the city, and the license thereof 
was revoked. 
Mr. Wm. L. Register asked for more 
police protection for Angoleño Heights. 
The Southern Pacific Truck and Trans­ 
fer Company were given permission to 
erect a sign on the sidewalk. 
Louis Pepper (a colored citizen) was 
appointed a special officer at the Los 
Angeles gas works, to be paid by the 
company. 
Captain Loomis reported that Officer 
Comocy had been suspended for cause. 
Officer O’Neill was granted a two- 
weeks’ leave of absence. 
The case of Calos Cruz vs. Officer 
Methvin was called for next week.

ment, knowing that it is to be used for

will be seen from the foregoing that 
the Legislative of the State has enacted 
general laws for the suppression and 
punishment of the class of (Arsons called 
prostitutes, and who render themselves 
am enable to the provi aionsofthe statute 
above quoted. 
The Police Commissioners recommend 
that ordinance No. 224, which is __ 
ordinance to regulate houses of ill fame 
and prostitution, and to prohibit them in 
certain places in the City of Los Angeles, 
be so am ended as to give to the officers 
of the law power to absolutely drive from 
tbe city ali tbat class of dwellers in and 
about houses of ill fame, kuown at 
Macs” and pimps. The Police Com­ 
missioners further recommend that the 
City Council instruct the City Attorney 
to ad vise the Commissioners as to their 
full powers and duties under the State 
laws, as weil as under city ordinances in 
proceeding against the said dwellers in 
and about houses of ill fame. 
The 
Council has no authority to pass an ordi­ 
nance the provisions of which are in con­ 
flict with general laws. If Ordinance 224 
is to be construed as perm itting houses 
of ill fame within the lim its therein 
specified, it is invalid, being in conflict 
with general laws, wbich prohibit houses 
of ill fame from being kept anywhere 
within the State, and if by the term 
“ Mac” íb meant male persons who reside 
in Baid 
houses 
of 
ill 
fame, 
the 
general law also reaches them. 
The 
violation of 
the general laws above 
juoted should be proceeded against by 
sworn complaint, and the accused be 
brought before a court of com petent ju­ 
risdiction and tried in the m anner pro­ 
vided by law. If found guilty, the pun­ 
ishm ent provided for is by fine or im ­ 
prisonment, or both. 
And in view of 
the fact that Section 13, of Article 1, of 
the Constitiftion of the State provides 
that no person shall be deprived of liber­ 
ty or property without due process of 
law, I am of the opinion that the Police 
Commissioners may direct any procedure 
against the offenders designated in their 
communication as the general law pro­ 
vides, and not otherwise. They have all 
the authority for the direction of the po­ 
lice force that the general law gives. 
Police ollicers have authority, under 
the statutes of the State, to arrest all of­ 
fenders against the Penal Code in the 
manner pointed out by the law, and the 
members of the Police Commission have 
full authority to direct the police force to 
that end. 
Mr. H umphreys moved that all places 
coming under the law as expounded be 
immediately proceeded against. Carried. 
The Board then adjourned.

By r e f e r e n c e to the local coin m ns of 
the H e r a l d to-day it will be seen that

oounty. 
He also decides th a t electors 
m ay not legally vote on certificates of 
registration issued from 
the 
County 
C lerk’s office. 
It will be observed that 
an appeal on this m atter has been taken 
to the Attorney-General of the State. 
In view of this latter step it will be wise 
tar electors whe are not yet on the books, 
to register at as early a day as possible.

We have made it our business to inter­ 
view a great many Democrats on the new 
C harter, which districts the city into six 
Republican, one Democratic and two 
doubtful wards, and they repudiate it 
without an exception.

The names of the registered voters of 
the county have been nearly all copied 
off by the clerks, preparatory to being 
sent to the printers who are issuing the 
G reat Register. 
The num ber for the 
city and country is now over twenty- 
seven thousand, and the clerks who have 
the m atter in hand state that it will rise 
to probably a round twenty-eight thou­ 
sand when all the nam es shall have been 
copied. Two years ago the total regis­ 
tration came to about eighteen thousand 
voters. That embraced a very large ratio 
of the people entitled to vote at the State 
election of that year. The registration 
of the present time as here referred to 
stops five weeks short of election day. 
There is no doubt that there are a large 
num ber of eiectors in the county who 
have been in the State the year’s time 
necessary 
to 
entitle j> them 
to 
a 
vote, but 
who 
have 
up 
to this 
date neglected to register. There are at 
least two thousand such persons. There 
may be twice th a t number. 
If there is 
only the number jusc given, then the 
number of voters in the county will 
stand at thirty thousand. This indicates 
for the two years an increase of six 
thousand a year. Now there are a great 
number of newcomers in the county who 
have not been in the State the year 
necessary to give them a vote. E sti­ 
mated on the increase of resident electors 
for the past two years, it would appear 
that there are five thousand to six 
thousand voters who have come here 
within the year. If tbis estimate be cor­ 
rect, then the num ber of electors resident 
in the county at the moment is thirty- 
five thousand or thirty-six thousand. 
This is double the num ber of registered 
voters of two years ago. It would not, 
of course, indicate the doubling of our 
population in that time, for there were 
perhaps nearly as many voters here two 
years ago who had not been in the State 
a year as there are at the present 
time. 
But these figures, at the lowest 
estimates possible to make, do prove 
that the population of Los Angeles city 
and of the entire county, is quite as large 
as the most sanguine of us have pat it at. 
According to the books in the C lerk’s 
office the population inside the limits of 
this city is, as nearly as possible, an 
even half of that in the entire county. 
In 1886 the entire vote cast in the 
fourteen counties, constituting tha Sixth 
Congressional District, was 38,646. 
In 
the approaching election we may expect 
to see it run to fully one hundred thou­ 
sand as the actual vote cast. The in­ 
crease in the sonth end of the State has 
been a marvelous one, and it has been 
very general in all parts of the section. 
Of course Los Angeles leads all, but 
all her sisters follow her pretty closely. 


tance of a dozen blocks. 
On M ain the

enger depot, along all the cross streets 
from Fifth to Tenth street, there is a 
great deal of building going on.

same is true of nearly every section of 
the city. In the business line, too, there

The big Burbank theatre is going on 
slowly, the foundations being all laid up.

SYNOPSIS 
OF 
ITS 
PROVISIONS, 


O u r dispatches contain to-day a very 
full rcsuim1 of the proposed Senate tariff 
bill. 
We shall refer to this more at 
length hereafter. 
Suffice it to say at 
this time that it knocks the ground com­ 
pletely from under the 
Republican 
party. The claim has been set up that a 
surplus was a good thing and not an 
evil; then it has been claimed th a t there 
waB no surplus. Both these fallacies 
have been knocked higher than Gil- 
deroy’s kite by this Senate bill. 
It aims 
to reduce the revenues by $75,000,000, 
which is fully up to the intentions of the 
Mills bill. 
It adds to the free list and 
reduces the duty on many articles of 
manufacture. Jubilation over a surplus 
and the false cry of free trade are both at 
an end. 
Boss Quay begged the Senate 
to let the tariff alone or the m anufactur­ 
ers would not “ fry out the fat” for cam­ 
paign uses. 
But the Western Senators, 
with John Sherman as their leader, seem 
to be more intent in securing their own 
re-election in their several States than in 
getting votes at the East for M r. H ar­ 
rison.

W ash in g to n , October 3.—The Senate 
Committee on Finance substitute for the 
Mills Tariff bill embodies an entire re­ 
vision of the Tariff schedules and adm in­ 
istrative features of the present law, 
promising the re-enactm ent of all such 
features as in the opinion of the majority 
of the Committee ought not be changed. 
According to the estim ate made by the 
Committee the bill provides for a total 
reduction of about $75,000,000, made up 
approximately as follows: 
Sugar, $27,­ 
759,000; free list, $6,500,000; tobacco 
(internal revenue) $24,500,000; alcohol 
in the arts, $7,000,000; other reductions 
in customs, $8,000,000. 
The Majority and M inority reports will 
be submitted formally to-morrow and 
will be then made public. 
THE FREE LIST. 
The following are additions to the free 
list: 
Acorns; baryta; sulphate of or 
pyrites 
unmanufactured ; 
beeswax ; 
books and pam phlets printed exclusively 
in languages other than English ; braids, 
plaits, flits, laces, etc., for ornamenting 
hats; bristles, unm anufactured: bulbs 
and bulbous roots, not edible; chicory, 
unground; coal, stock or culm ; coal tar, 
crude; curling-stone handles; currants, 
dried; dandelion roots, unground ; eggs, 
feathers and downs of all kinds, unm anu­ 
factured; 
jute, 
manilla, 
ramie 
and 
all 
other 
textile 
grasses 
or fibrous substances, unm anufactured; 
Chinese floor m atting; grease and oils 
used in soap m aking or wire drawing, 
e tc .; human h a ir; raw mineral w aters; 
molasses, testing not above 56 degrees; 
olive oil for manufacturing or mechanical 
purposes; nut oil; opium, crude; pot­ 
ash, rags; all seeds not otherwise enum ­ 
erated, as hem p seed and rape seed ; 
sponges; san d ; ta r; pitch of wood and 
turpentine. 
Fresh fish rem ains on the free list but 
with the following im portant reservation: 
“ Except when frozen Or packed in ice, or 
otherwise preserved by any process for 
preservation.” Fish cured’by this excep­ 
tion are classed with other foreign-caught 
preserved fish at one-half cent per pound 
as in the present law. 
COMPARISON OF SCHEDULES. 
The following synopsis containing the 
principal changes compared with the 
present law, the rates by the present law 
being given in parentheses with each 
item, (except when the article is not 
enum erated in the existing law.)

All wools and hair of

this act. 
Woolen cloth, shawls, all manufac­ 
tures of wool not enum erated, value not 
exceeding 40 cts. per pound, 35 cts. per 
pound, and in addition thereof 35 per 
cent, ad valorem (35 cts. and 40 per cent, 
above 40 cts., and not exceeding 60 cts. 
per pound); above 60 cts. per pound, 40 
cts. per pound and 40 per cent, ad 
valorem. 
Flannels, blankets, hats, etc., valued 
at above 60 cts. per pound, 40 cts. per 
pound and 40 per cent, ad valorem (24 
cts. and 35 per cent., and 35 cts. and 40 
per cent.) 
W omen’s and childrens’ dress goods, 
Italian cloths, etc., made in part of wool 
and valued at not exceeding 15 cts. per 
square yard, 6 cts. per square yard and 
40 per cent, ad valorem (5 cts. and 35 
p erce n t.); containing an adm ixture of 
silk and in which silk is not the compo­ 
nent material of chief value, and not 
otherwise provided, 11 cts. per square 
yard, and in addition thereto 40 per 
cent, ad valorem (5 cts. and 35 per cent, 
and 7 cts. and 40 per cent, according to 
value); provided that all goods of the 
character enum erated or advertised in 
this paragraph, 
weighing 
over 
four 
ounces per square, shall pay a duty of 
40 cts. per pound and 40 per cent, ad 
valorem (35 cts. and 40 cts.); all pile 
fabrics composed wholly or in part of 
wool made up or manufactured wholly or 
in part, 40 cts. per pound and 45 per 
cent. 
Women’s and children’s dress goods, 
Italian cloths and composed wholly of 
wool, 11 cts. per square yard and 40 per 
ad valorem (10 cts. and 25 percent.) 
All such goods with selvages made 
wholly or in part of other material, and 
all such goods in which the the threads 
are wholly or in part of other m aterials, 
have been introduced for the purpose of 
changing the classification for duty, 11 
cts. per square yard and 40 per cent, ad 
valorem (9 cts. and 40 per cent.), pro­ 
vided that all such goods weighing over 
four ounces per square yard shall pay a 
duty of 40 cts. per pound and 40 per cent, 
ad valorem.

W a sh in g to n , October 3.—In the Sen­ 
ate to-day, Allison, from the Committee 
on Finance, reported back the House 
Tariff bill with an am endm ent in the 
shape of a substitute. 
It was placed on 
the calendar. He said that the majority 
and minority reports to accompany the 
bill would be filed to-morrow or Friday, 
and gave notice that he would call up the 
bill for consideration Monday. 
Sherman said he would be compelled 
to leave early this afternoon and would 
like to be indulged in a few brief rem arks 
on the tariff. 
Unanimous consent was 
given, and he addressed the Senate. He 
complimented the Sub-Committee on the 
work done and severely criticized the 
House bill. In his judgm ent there would 
be few defects found in the Senate sub­ 
stitute. 
It would be found to be a very 
perfect bill. 
Among other things it was 
a substantial compendium of the provis­ 
ions for the collection of internal revenue 
and customs duties. 
It contaiued posi­ 
tive reductions of the revenue to the ex­ 
tent of $73,688,000. 
The reduction was 
on a few articles. 
He believed the Sen­ 
ate bill was, on the whole, the best rev­ 
enue 
bill 
ever 
introduced 
in 
Congress, 
and 
th at if 
it could 
be 
taken 
up 
free from 
party 
prejudices and considered and debated 
and am ended, it m ight be the most per­ 
fect revenue measure ever put on the 
statute books. 
The issue was now fairly 
made before the people and 
was to be 
tried by them . It was a plain, fair, 
square issue between “ tariff for revenue 
only” and “ tariff for revenue and pro­ 
tection.” I t was a question w hether the 
articles necessary for hum an life should 
be made by American labor or by for­ 
eign labor; w hether the wages of Ameri­ 
can labor should depend on the Ameri­ 
can policy of protecting all forms of 
labor and production. 
The Senate then resum ed considera­ 
tion of Mr. H ale’s resolution of Monday 
calling on the Secretary of W ar for an 
explanation of Gen. Bennet’s circular as 
to the discharge of Republican employ­ 
ees in the United States arsenals and 
armories. 
Senator Cockrell made a long speech, 
and closed by asserting th at President 
Cleveland had redeemed and sacredly 
kept every pledge that he had m ade in 
relation to the Civil Service. 
Senator 
H ale commented on 
the 
fact that Cockrell had not been able, in a 
two hours’ speech, to say one word in 
defence of the rough order in which the 
War Departm ent proclaimed a war of ex­ 
termination on women and children. 
* Chandler characterized the Bennet cir­ 
cular as the most discreditable of all em ­ 
anations in the violation of the Presi­ 
dent’s professions and of Civil Service 
Reform. 
Hawley referred to Cleveland’s contri­ 
bution to the Democratic campaign fund 
and said the conclusion was enevitable 
that he had committed a crime punish­ 
able by fine or im prisonment or both. 
W ithout further action the am endm ent 
and resolution went over until to-morrow.

W hen they arrived at the 
hall they divided into squads to guard 
the outlets and prevent any one from 
escaping. 
The policemen who were on 
the inside announced that every one 
present was under arrest. 
Policemen M artin and Hook took pos­ 
session of the office, and placed W. 1). 
Valentine, John O. Beale and T. G. 
Lacy under arrest for conducting a game 
of chance. 
In an instant there was a 
scene of wild confusion. 
The men in­ 
side made a frantic rush to the door. 
Four managed to climb over the police­
